Was Night Watchman at Oetting 
House for Five Years and Was 
Well Known About Town

Sunday afternoon between the hours 
of four and five o'clock, Mrs. Wm. 
Schenning, wife of) the manager of the 
Oetting Bros, ice house at Channel 
Lake, and a lady friend who were strol- 
ling along in the woods near the lake, 
, were horrified to. suddenly come upor\ 
the body of a man. lying on the ground 
close, to the. Pat Hughes cottage. 
With all possible speed they hurried 
back to the ice house and gave the 
alarm. Upon investigation the body 
proved to be that of William O'Hearn, 
known to many by the name of "Bill 
Cook;" \' 

• For the past four years and six 
months O'Hearn has been employed by 
Oetting Bros., as night watchman at 
their Channel lake house and it is 
stated by the manager that in that 
ledgth of time he was nightly on duty 
and was considered a faithful and trusty 
employee. Thus showing that although 
lie had at one time been a hard drinker 
he had somewhat reformed and that 
liquor was not responsible for his death. 
About a week ago he complained of 
not feeling well and told his employer 
thathewaB unable to work, but at 
the time he did not appear to be very 
sick and nothing more was thought of 
,.1t As near as can be learned the last 
time that he was seen alive was Friday 
afternoon when Herb Pierce noticed 
him walking slowly along the road near 
"his home and as he lived alone in th e 
Tat Hughes cottage and was not dis- 
covered until Sunday afternoon it is 
impossible to say when his death oc- 
curred although it was quite evident 
that he had been dead for some time 
when found. 

When found he was fully dressed 
with the exception of his shoes and at 
his hand was. a lard pail partially filled 
with water showing that in all probabi 1 
ity he' had stepped outside to get a 
drink and had either suddenly dropped 
dead or had been too exhauated to agdin 
get inside. 

The coroner was summoned and ar- 
rived Monday forenoon when the in- 
quest was held, the verdict being "that 
the deceased came to his death from 
•natural causes." Upon his person was 
found a silver watch and $3.45 in mon- 
«y. A search of the. house revealed a 
•certificate of deposit in the State Bank 
of Antioch for the sum of $20.00. A 
week ago Wednesday he received from 
Oetting Bros, a check on the Casper 
State bank of Chicago to the amount 
of $45.00, but up to the present time 
this check has not been located. And 
he was also said to have $10.00 still due 
from the company. A couple of years 
ago he purchased of Wm. Tiffany a lot 
for $200 upon which $50 had been paid. 

He was a man of about fifty-five or 
sixty years of age and has lived In and 
about Antioch for the 'past sixteen 
years. He claimed to have been • an 
orphan from childhood and although 
he had a'brother they had become sep- 
erated and had not heard of each other 
in years. 

Undertaker White had charge of the 
body and a funeral was held at the 
White home Wednesday afternoon at 
2:00 o'clock. The remains '.were inter- 
red in the Hillside cemetery. 



Only Daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Arthur

Wednesday afternoon between the 
hours of two. and three o'clock Mr. and 
Mrs. Arthur Van Patten were called 
upon to part with their eldest child, 
little Clarice, 

The little one was three years of age 
last August and her illness was of only 
a few days duration the first symptoms 
of sickness appearing" last Saturday 
night. From the first she was known 
to be in a very critical condition and no 
hopes for her recovery were held. A 
trained nurse was sent for and arrived 
Tuesday night and all within the power 
of medical skill was done to relieve the 
little BUfferer but to no avail and on 
Wednesday she quietly breathed her 
last 

Her illness is supposed to have been 
caused by the little one . having un- 
known te her parents, eaten some 
poisonous substance that prevented the 
various organs of the body from per- 
forming their natural functions, and 
had poisoned the entire system. 

The funeral se. vices will be held at 
the M. E. church Saturday afternoon 
atone o'clock. Rev. A. O. Stixrud 
will officiate and the burial will be in 
the Hillside cemetery.

TELEPHONE WIRE 

OVER ROAD 

INFLICTS IJURIES 

Edward Ingalls of the fngalls livery 
and Chief of Police Robert B Connoly 
of the Waukegan police department 
had a narrow escape from being 
decapitated by a telephone wire Thurs- 
day at a sharp turn in a county road be- 
tween Antioch and the State line road. 
As it is, Ingalls suffered a bad cut in 
the neck and a mark where the wire 
"burned" him from ear to ear, while 
tho chief of police is likewise marked 
but not so badly. 

The wire had in some manner fallen 
down over the road at the turn. It was 
quite low, fastened at both ends, and 
quite hidden by shrubbery. The 
automobile party had been at Allendale 
school and was working about the county 
looking at -horses for a Chicago livery. 
Leaving the straight road the car too 
the turn. The wire caught the hood, 
snapped off, and hit Connolly and Ingalls 
In the neck, Only tho fact that the car 
was going at the slow rate of about five 
miles an hour saved them from possible 
decapitation, and as it was Ingalls' 
wound is near the jugular. 

The party left the car and cut the 
wire which is one of the Farmers' 
telephoue line. In the party were Ed- 
ward Ingallls, driver; Chief of . Police 
Connolly, Deputy Coroner Edward' Con- 
rad, Max Klarkowsky and Assistent 
Fire Marshal Austin Hutton.

Stock Will be Increared to $8,000 in 

Order to Made the Contemplated 

Additions to Grounds and Buildings 



Charles M. Bishop, secretary of the 
Old Settlers Club of Kenosha county, 
has issued a call for a meeting of all 
of the stockholders . of the club to be 
held in the court, honse in Kenosha on 
the afternoon of Nov. 19 th at which 
time action will be taken to increase the 
stock of the club to $8,000 and to make 
provision for the erection of new build- 
ings on the property of the club at Pad- 
dock's Lake. ' It is proposed to build a 
home for the care taker of the grounds 
and with the erection of this home it is 
expected that the care taker will re- 
main on the grounds at all times and 
that the club will be able to secure some 
revenue from the rent of the grounds 
for use of picnic parties. A general 
overhauling of the buildings on the 
grounds is also proposed. The fences 
will be rebuilt and the buildings will be 
placed in first class condition in every 
way. — 

The season just closing was one of the 
worst in the history of the organization 
on account of the fact that rain fell in 
torrents on both days set aside for pic- 
nics at the grounds and no money was 
realized from the picnics. This is the 
first year since the organization of the 
club that both of the annual gatherings 
were failures. Notwithstanding the 
fact that the club has had no income 
this year from the picnics there is still 
a smUl amount cf money in the trc asu y 
antj the issuance of the new stock is to 
be made for the purpose of taking care 
of permanent improvements rather than 
for the payment of the running expenses 
of the organization. It is thought that 
it will be an easy matter to dispose of 
the new stock as the present stock in 
the organization is held by only a few 
men. In order to issue the stock it is 
necessary to have a vote of two- thirds 
of the stockholders in favor of the prop- 
osition. 

The question of building new buildings 
was discussed at the annual meeting of 
the board of directors and all of the di- 
rectors were favorable to the plan.% 

There has been a suggestion that a 
memorial hall be erected on the grounds 
of the old settlers club but this sugges- 
tion has not met with geat favor on 
account of the fact that most of the 
people interested in the preservation of 
the . memorials of the county believe 
that they should be taken care of in the 
city where they, would be more avail- 
able to the people of the entire county.

The .Supreme ..Court dismissed the 
petition for mandamus, directing can- 
vassing boards to certify three candi- 
dates for houses in eqch district This 
means that the primary law is upheld. 

This ruling of the Supreme Court up- 
holds tho plan of plumping votes for the 
Legislature at the primary and knocks 
out the plan of men who sought'to have 
the three high men in the Republican 
party at the recent primary, placed 
*on the official election ballot In other 
words, as regards Lake, McHenry and 
Boome counties, ShurtlefT, Vickers and 
Burns (Dem.) go on the ballot: Under 
the other plan, Jackson being third 
high Republicen man, would have been 
ordered on the ballot The ruling of 
the court is final and sets at rest much 
talk and speculation. 



Prospective office seekers in Wauke- 
gan have heard with considerable inter- 
est during the past few days of a move- 
ment afoot in the wire works which has 
as its purpose, the actual "holding" up" 
of candidates in order to obtain the sup- 
port of members of - the club to be 
formed. 

The report has gone out that 160 well 
known men of the wire mills, who class 
themselves as some leaders in politics, 
who can swing a few votes each, have 
taken steps which have in mind the for- 
mation of a club, in which all members 
will "stick together to the finish and 
vote only for those candidates whom 
the club endorses." 

The idea further, according to. those 
who have heard of it, is that the club 
will endorse candidates without regard 
to ability or fitness for the office they 
seed, the endorsement of the club to be 
obtained through one means only, the 
man .who pays the most will have ; ,the 
club's endorsement tMi 

For instance, if Jones offers $150 to 
the club for its endorsement, the club 
will give it to tern unless somebody else 
comes across more— and the money will 
be divided among the members equally. 

In case some man should offer them 
$500, why. they will of course endorse 
him. 

The plan is to have the club act on 
every candidate who may approach the 
members and whatever man is endorsed 
will get not only every one of the 150 
votes of the club members but also of 
air the friends in the mills and elsewhere 
that the members can swing. 

While the proposed plan seems the. 
most raw of the kind that has ever been 
advanced, and the informant is a man 
who declares he was approached with a 
proposition to join the club and turned 
it down hard because of the low-lived 
suggestion. 

It is stated that candidates who have 
heard of the ' plan have decided that 
they will not entertain such an v offer at 
all, that, If approached on such a prop- 
osition, they will merely tell the pro- 
moters that they do not care for their 
support or to have anything to db with 
them. It is also stated that in the case 
of some men who heard of the plan and 
who work at the mill, that they will not 
back up any such moye but that, in case 
they hear of an endorsement of such a 
club, they wili get out and work for the 
fellow who does not have the endorse- 
ment In other words, they refuse to 
stand for the propsition of helping elect 
the man who may have the most money 
to purchase his way into office.— Ga- 
zette. . '

Mrs. Prank of Waukegan Suffers Painfuf 
Injury While Eating 

Mrs. M. Frank of Waukegan was the 
victim of a peculiar and painful accident 
while she was in the act of eating her 
dinner Sunday afternoon. On the bil 
of fare was a fine bunch of celery and 
Mrs. Frank was munching a stalk of 
the vegetable, when the other members 
of the family where alarned to see her 
face suddenly turn a purple hue while' 
she gasped for breath. 

Others in the room hastened to the 
side of the stricken woman and pounded 
her on the back in the hope of restoring 
her braeth. All their efforts were in 
vain, however,- and they hastened to 
summon a doctor. Dr. Foley responded 
to the call and on a hasty examination 
found that the woman in eating the 
celery had taken into her throat a short 
needle or a small piece of glass. 

The doctor worked over the woman 
for a long time, but could not locate 
the foreign substance in the throat 
He succeeded in restoring her.breathing 
to a more normal condition, but still 
she was in extreme pain. 

Had the doctor not arrived when he 
did it is evident that the woman 
would have choked to death, as her face 
had turned a deep purple and she was 
fast becoming unconscious. Her throat 
is swpllen'and inflamed, and she is unable 
to swollow anything at all as' yet. The 
doctor is waiting for the swelling to go 
down and then he will turn the X-ray 
on the woman to see if he can locate the 
trouble. 

It is though that the needle or piece 
of glass was put in the celery when it 
was small and grew there, as the 
vegetable was washed carefully 
before it was put on the table. What- 
ever it was, it has lodged on the left 
side of the throat and is giving the 
woman much pain,

Farmers Shove Up Price to Retail Dealer- 
is the Reason Assigned for Raising 
Price to Consumer 



By reason of our extremely pleasant 
weather of the past few weeks there 
has been much discussion as to what the 
weather of our previous autumns has 
been, and below we give a record of 
the first frost and snow storms of the 
past nine years. 

1901— Light frost, Sept, 19, killing 
frost, Oct., 18. snow, Dec, 13. 

1902— Light frost, Oct, 14, killing 
frost, Oct, 20, snow. Nov., 28. 

1903— Killing frost Oct, 18, snow, 
Nov., 28. 

1904— Light frost Oct, 23, killing 
frost Oct., 31, snow Dec, 11. 

1905-tNo record of- frost, snow Nov., 
7. 

1906— Light frost Oct., 1, killing frost 
and snow, Oct, 10. 

1907— Light frost, Sept., 22, killing 
frost, Oct, 13, snow, Nov., 2. 

1908— Light frost Sept, 29, killing 
frost, Oct, 2, snow, Nov. 14. 

1909— Light frost Sept.,* 2, killing 
frost and snow flurries Oct 12th. 

From Oct 12th, to Oct. 20th, of last 
year, frost every night, thermometer 
registering 25 on 14th. 17th. and 19th.

A Jumping jack once jumped so Ju- 
diciously that the toys Judged him of 
mifllcient importance to be a jurist, 
and so they jollied him into making 
a jab at a judicial position.

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Waukegan will have 8-cent milk ' this 
winter for the first time in its history. 

The price will be raised from 7 to 8 
cents on November 1st and will continue 
at that price until May 1st at the ear-- 
liest. 

The increased price is due to the in- 
creased price per can as demanded by 
farmers from the local retailers. And 
the farmers attribute their raise in 
price to the scarcity of feed and the 
almost impossibility of getting sufficient 
feed for their cattle. 

Here is the official notice of the in- 
crease in wholesale prices, which brings 
up the retail price to the consumer: 

"A committee of the Waukegan Milk 
Producers' Association met with the 
Milk Dealers Monday night and the fol- 
lowing schedule of prices was agreed 
upon for the coming six months: 

November, $1.50 per can; December, 
$1.45 per can; January, $1.40 per can; 
February, $1.35 per can; March, $1.30 
per can; April, $1.20 per can. 

The above schedule for the six months 
makes an average of $1.36 2-3 per 
month, the highest figure ever paid 
farmers for milk in Waukegan. 

It is noticed that one month, Novem- 
ber, sees a price of $1.50 per can, this 
being the highest figure ever attained 
for milk in this section. 

For comparison's sake, the price paid- 
the farmers for the previous six months 
is given here: 

May, 85 cents; June 80 cents; July, 
$1.00; August, $1.10; September, $1.05; 
October, $1.05. Average per month, 
97 1-2 cents. 

The cans contain 32 quarts so the 
price for the past six months was 97J 
cents for 32 quarts and now for the 
next six months it will be $1.36$. The 
highest previous average was $1.27. 

Farmers declare the price of feed 
makes it almost impossible to properly 
feed their cattle. One farmer declares 
that he is now paying $400 a carload for 
feed that a few years ago he could buy 
for $200. Good help is also almost un- 
obtainable says another. 

Another declares that he has already 
fed out half of his winter feed on ac- 
count of the dried up condition of his 
pastures. 

Asked about the prospects of a raise 
in the retail price one dealer said. The 
price will surely go up the first of 
November. The farmers have forced 
us to it by the increase in the whole- 
sale price. If we didn't get 8 cents a 
quart we would have to quit business. 
We will likely.get 9 cents for Ji pint of 
cream where we <fcre now getting 8. 
The price of $1.50 for November is 
the highest by 20 cents that has ever 
been paid by a dealer in Waukegan. 
Waukegan is not alone as nearly all the* 
other cities are experiencing the same 
advance in price.

Springfield, 111.— Without passing 
on tho question of the primary ' elec- 
tions law's validity, a majority of the 
Illinois supreme court decided to re- 
fuse the writ aBked in the proceeding 
attacking -that act As a consequence 
the action of tho state canvassing 
aboard declaring the result of tho re- 
cent primary election stands. 

following tho decision of tho court 
tho canvassing board, directed that 
certificates of nomination Issue, tcj 
tho men. declared nominated, and Sec- 
retary of -State Rose entered on the 
.work of making up the state ticket 
So far as' the forthcoming election is 
concerned, at least, tho last primary 
election was vaMd. 

There is pending in tho circuit 
court of Sangamon couuty another 
proceeding attacking the law, but this 
will , not interfere with the election. 
Attorney General Stead will file a de- 
murrer In tho case at once. If it Is 
decided adversely to tho state an ap- 
peal will be taken and before tho 
final adjudication the election will 
have been held. 

The supreme court In giving Its de- 
cision did so orally and did not Btato 
tho grounds on which it had been de- 
cided to deny the petition of Joseph 
Mclnerney and Charles Espey, 

Chief JubUco VIckers made the an- 
nouncement, together with a state- 
ment that the opinion was not unani- 
mous. . 

"The nature of this case was such," 
ho said, "that the court regarded It as 
an emergency, requiring an immedi- 
ate determination. Wo have given it 
thorough consideration and a majority 
are of the opinion that the writ should 
be denied and this Is tho Judgment of 
the court. 

"The members thus agreeing aro 
Justices Cook, Farmer, Hand and 
VIckers. Tho minority think tho writ 
ought not to Issue. An , opinion will 
bo filed hereafter, setting forth tho 
reasons for the conclusion an- 
nounced." * • 

There 1 was much disappointment In 
the court room when the court failed 
to announce whether Its decision had 
been affected by consideration of tho 
constitutional question involved. Tho 
assumption was, of course, that a ma- 
jority* of tho court had upheld the 
constitutionality of tho law, but It 
was pointed out that the denial of 
the petition did not necessarily in- 
volve this question. 

"It does -not follow because the 
court has sustained our contention," 
said Assistant Attorney General Wood- 
ward, "that it has sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the law. Even if It 
had declared the law unconstitution- 
al the prayer of the petitioners could 
not have been granted. 

"It Is possible tho court has taken 
up only the ono proposition and tho 
majority Jms decided simply that, re- 
gardlesB of the constitutionality of 
tho law, the petitioners were not en- 
titled to places on tho ticket Our as- 
su$)tIon is, however, that a majority 
of the court believes tho law valid." 
In tho circuit court case filed by 
Walter Lantz, tho proceeding Is sc 
framed that the constitutional ques- 
tion may be directly raised. If tho 
supremos court does not,". In its forth- 
coming written opinion, tako up and 
pass on thlB. phase of the matter, It is 
possible that ft will be brought before 
It on appeal. This will require time 
and It will not bo possible to get a 
decision before tho election. 

When Lantz filed his suit in the 
circuit court It was not, with tho pur- 
pose of testing the law In that court 
"I havo filed this suit," ho said, 
"simply to protect any rights I may 
get through a supremo court decision 
favorable to Mclnerney and Espey. If 
tho court should hold for ' them, it 
might Include in Its writ only their 
names, 'and other men who ran third 
might bo left out" 

Whether Lantz now will drop his 
proceedings probably will depend on 
what the supremo court indicates in 
Its written opinion. If tho court 
leaves tho constitutional question open 
It may be made the basis for a final 
attack on tho law and become some- 
thing more important than a mere 
precautionary proceeding. 

That party politics played no part 
In the decision given by tho court is 
indicated by tho division on the ques- 
tion of Issuing the writ. Justices 
VIckers and Hand ard Republicans. 
Justices Cook and Farmer are Demo- 
crats. The justices who took the mi- 
nority view of tho case, Cartwrlght 
and Carter, are Republicans. Tho 
other dissenter is Justice Dunn.

Springfield, 111.— Without passing 
on tho question of the primary elec- 
tions law's validity, a majority of the 
Illinois supreme court decided to re- 
fuse the writ asked In the proceeding 
attacking 'that net As a consequence 
tho action of, the state canvassing 
Aboard declaring tho result of the re- 
cent primary election stands. 
• following tho decision of the court 
tho canvassing board, directed that 
certificates of nomination issue, tcj 
tho men. declared nominated, and Sec- 
retary of State Rose entered on the 
work of making up the state ticket 
So far as the forthcoming election is 
concerned, at least, tho last primary 
election was vaMd. 

There Is pending in tho circuit 
court of Sangamon county another 
proceeding attacking the law, but thlB 
will , not Interfere with tho election. 
Attorney General Stead will file a de- 
murrer in tho case at once. If it Is 
decided adversely to tho state an ap- 
peal will be taken and before the 
final adjudication the election will 
have been held. 

The supreme court In giving its de- 
cision did bo orally and did not state 
tho grounds on which It had been de- 
cided to deny the petition of Joseph 
Mclnerney and Charles Espey. 

Chief JuBtlco Vickers made the an- 
nouncement, together with a state- 
ment that tho opinion was not unani- 
mous. .. 

"The nature of this cose was such," 
ho said, "that the court regarded it as 
an emergency, requiring an immedi- 
ate determination. Wo have given it 
thorough consideration and a majority 
are of the opinion that the writ should 
be denied and this is the Judgment of 
the court. 

"The members thus agreeing aro 
Justices Cook, Farmer, Hand and 
Vickers. Tho minority think the writ 
ought not to issue. An, opinion will 
be filed hereafter, setting forth tho 
reasons for tho conclusion an- 
nounced." % 

There 'was much disappointment in 
the court room when the court failed 
to announce whether Its decision had 
been affected by consideration of the 
constitutional question Involved. Tho 
assumption was, of course, that a ma- 
jority* of the court had upheld the 
constitutionality of tho law, but it 
was pointed out that tho denial of 
the petition did not necessarily In- 
volve this question: 

"It does -not follow because the 
court has sustained our contention," 
said Assistant Attorney General Wood- 
ward, "that it has sustained the con- 
stitutionality of the law. Even if it 
had declared tho law unconstitution- 
al the prayer of the petitioners could 
not have been granted. 

"It is possible the court has taken 
up only the one proposition and tho 
majority Las decided simply that, re- 
gardless of the constitutionality of 
tho law, the petitioners were not en- 
titled to places on tho ticket Our as- 
sumption Is, however, that a majority 
of the court believes tho law valid." 
In tho / circuit court case filed by 
Walter Lantz, the proceeding Is bc 
framed that the constitutional ques- 
tion may be directly raised. If tho 
supreme i,court does not, , In its forth- 
coming written opinion, take up and 
pass on this. phase of the matter, it Is 
possible that ft will be brought before 
it on appeal. This will require time 
and it will not be possible to get a 
decision before the election. 

When Lantz filed his suit In tho 
circuit court It was not with tho pur- 
pose of teBting the law in that court 
"I havo filed this suit," ho Bald, 
"simply to protect any rights I may 
get through a supreme court decision 
favorable to Mclnerney and Espey. If 
tho court should hold for them, it 
might Include in its writ only their 
names, <and other men who ran third 
might bo left out" 

Whether Lantz now will drop his 
proceedings probably will depond on 
what the supremo court indicates in 
its written opinion. If tho court 
leaves tho constitutional question open 
it may be mado the basis for a final 
attack on tho law and become some- 
thing more Important than a mere 
precautionary proceeding. 

That party politics played no part 
in the decision given by tho court is 
Indicated by tho division on tho ques- 
tion of Issuing tho writ Justices 
Vickers and Hand aro Republicans. 
Justices Cook and Farmer are "Demo- 
crats. The Justices who took the mi- 
nority view of the case, Cartwrlght 
and Carter, aro Republicans. Tho 
other dissenter la Justice Dunn:

Government Declared to Have Been 

Systematically Cheated Out of 

Millions by Importing

Atlantic City, N. J.— Walter Well- 
man, the newspaper man, with a crew 
of live other daring aeronauts, are 
flying over the Atlantic ocean in his 
dirigible balloon America, with tho 
hope of landing on European soil, 
providonco and weather permitting, 
3,000 miles away. 

Wireless dispaches which have 
been received at ' Intervals since the 
big dirigible sailed aloft at eight 
o'clock Saturday morning told of 
heavy fogs, minor engine troubles and 
the like, but finally an optimistic note 
was sounded when the splutter of tho 
wireless announced that Wollman and 
his crew wero doing fine and had final- 
ly determined to head for Europe. 

The last message expcctod from 
tho America until it strikes the trnns- 
Atlantic steamer lano camo into tho 
wireless station Sunday at Siasconsett 
on the northerly end of Nantucket 
and read: "All well. No trouble 
with machinery. Expect to make the 
trip. 

(Signed) "Wellmnn and Irwin." 
The crew aboard the America when 
It left the ground Included Walter 
Wellman, Melvin Vanlman, chief en- 
gineer; P. Murry Simons, navigator of

the expedition; J. K. Irwin, Wireless 
operator, in charge of the America's 
system, and Albert Louis Loud and 
John Aubert, assistant engineers. 

The start was made at S:03 a. m„ 
when the America rose Into a fog and 
disappeared over the ocean, while 
something over 1,000 men. women and 
children cheered. The trip was 
scheduled as a trial flight, but so far 
as can be learned, through wireless 
massages sent back. Wellman and 
his crew decided, within 20 minutes. 
to 3tart for Europe. 

There are six men on the airship 
and they have provision, mostly of 
the canned variety, sufficient to last 
them a month. The airship's gas 
bag has something of the shape of a 
cigar and is 228 feet long. Ita width 
la about fifty-two feet and Is said to 
be capable of lifting about twelve tons.

United States Dis- 
trict Attorney Wise and Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Wemple asked that tho 
prisoners' bail be fixed a $100,000, 
declaring that tho -frauds of which 
tho wealth art dealer Is accused 
had been systematically practised for 
a long period of years and that the 
results of their operations In cheat- 
ing tho government were appalling. 

Duveen Brothers for many years 
have numbered among* their custom- 
ers nearly all the millionaire art col- 
lectors in tho United States. The 
firm was established in New York 32 
years ago. The parent houses aro in 
London and Paris. "Joel J. Duveen, 
who established tho house in Now 
York, died only two years ago whir© 
visiting Paris. Scarcely a big man- 
sion In Fifth avenue Is without some 
work of art brought to tho United 
States by tho New York house. Among 
their largest and best-known custom- 
ers are J. Pierpont Morgan, Otto H. 
Kahn, and Mrs. Collis Huntington. 
They make a specialty of antiques. 

Other members of tho firm whose 
names were included in tho warrant 
of arrest are Joel J. Jr., Joseph A. 
and Louis J. 

Tho arrest of Benjamin Duveen 
was made after a sensational raid of 
tho famous store by six United States 
officers. Hundreds of thousands of 
dollars* worth of art works were 
seized and carted off to the custom 
house, where they will bo kept until 
the case is finally disposed of.

Negro Slays and Wounds Members of 

Posse — He Is Shot to Death 

by Chief of Police. 



Huntington, W. Va.— After fatally 
wounding Special Agent G. A. Lentz 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio rail- 
road and killing Policeman Charles 
Hale and Daniel Bias, an unidentified 
negro was himself shot by a posse In 
the hills back of this city. 

W. W. Lowe and Charles Stuart, 
policemen, were both shot In tho 
head and are thought to be dying. 
Will Hutchison, another member of 
the posse, was wounded in the arm. 
The negro was killed by Chief of Po- 
lice Clinglnapeel. 



Portland, Ind. — Flvo laborers wero 
Instantly killed and more than a score 
were Injured, several seriously, whon 
a north-bound extra freight train on 
the Grand Rapids & Indiana railroad 
crashed head-on Into a work train, 
Boven and a half miles south of here 
Friday. 

All wero caught between flat cars 
on which they were riding and pulled 
under the wreckage of tho engine, 
where their bodies wero terribly mu- 
tilated. Tho head of Milutln Tom!c 
was torn complotely off, while Homfc 
Mandlo was completely disemboweled 
and his right leg cut off. 

A special train run to tho wreck 
carried physicians, who dressed tem- 
porarily tho wounds of tho Injured 
and brought a dozen of tho worst hurt 
to the hospital here. 

Tho two trains mot In a stretch of 
straight track In tho fog, tho engine 
men being unable to see one another 
until the trains wero within fifty feet 
of each other. All Jumped and es- 
caped injury. The track where tho 
wreck occurred wus being repaired by 
the men killed and both trains wero 
running but ton miles per hour. 

Fort Smith, Ark.— Forty-three per- 
sons wero injured, 13 Berlously, when 
St. Louis and * San Francisco passen- 
ger train No. 5 went through a brldgo 
ono mile west of Compton, Okla.. 
Thursday night The tram left St. 
Louis at 9:25 o'clock Wednesday 
night for Paris, Tex. Tho injured wero 
brought to Fort Smith and tho 
13 who were seriously hurt are In 
local hospitals. The wreck occurred 
on a short curve In tho Winding Stair 
mountains while tho train was pass- 
ing over a small bridge. No causo has 
been assigned. \ 

The mall car broke through tho 
bridge. Tho chair car landed In the 
bottom of the creek, the smoker wns 
thrown crosswise on the right of way, 
while the diner stood on end in tho 
creek. Five cars wero piled np and 
the fact that there was no loss of 
life wsb probably due to tho fact that 
tho cars were mado of steel.

Mrs. Dolllver said tho senator, while 
In Washington last winter, studied 
the tariff schedules constantly, far In- 
to tho night, taking littlo time to eat 
and then going back to work immedi- 
ately. Such work told on his physical 
powers, undermining his naturally 
rugged constitution.

Enormous Receipts at Market — Farm- 
ers and Sheep Feeders Can Stock 
Up at Bargain Prices. 




CAUSE8 OF THE RUN. 

200,000 sheep and lambs received In 
three days — such, In round numbers, 
Is. the record-breaking run thus far 
this week on the Chicago market! 

This enormous over-marketing of 
sheep Is the result of temporary and 
peculiar causes, and offer's -a rare op- 
portunity for farmers and' sheep feed- 
ers to stock up at bargain prices., 

This great rush of sheep to market 
comes mainly, from Montana and ad- 
joining western range country, and 
cannot last more than two or three 
weeks longer. It Is no, evidence of 
over-production. Its : principal' causes 
are the recent drought, which so 
burned out the grass that there will 
he very little winter feed on the range, 
and which prevented the putting up of 
sufficient hay to carry any consider- 
able number of sheep over winter; 
while last winter Was a very severe 
one and hay was so closely fed that 
there Is no old hay left over for the 
purposo.

The most serious cause of the pres- 
ent' general liquidation, however, Is 
the restriction of tho range through 
occupation and fencing by dry farm- 
ers, who are grain growers, and not 
live j stock raisers. .The tremendous 
rush of these settlers upon the range 
within tho last three years, and espe- 
cially' within the last twelve months, 
Is hard for eastern people to realize. 
It is not alone. the area actually en- 
closed by these settlers, but tho break- 
ing up thereby of- vast regions of 
grazing lands into such small sections 
that they are no longer available to 
stockmen for grazing their flocks, 
which Is one of the main reasons why 
tho sheep supplies of the western 
range country ore being more closely 
marketed this year than over before 
in the history of the trade. 

This means an inevitable shortage 
at market later on and next year, and 
with a constantly growing demand for 
both mutton and wool, It would seeiri 
that future good prices are assured. 

The western range country has 
heretofore been the chief source of 
sheep ^ market supplies, but unless the 
farmers of the corn belt begin at once 
to raise many more sheep than they;

Ills speech was printed In full 
and was- widely copied all over the 
country and oven in England, whore It 
was cited as a rare specimen of min» 
gled wit and power and condensed or- 
atory In political speaking. 

Wins Leadership In. Congress. 

Mr. Dolllver was elected to tho Fif- 
ty-first congress from tho Tenth Iowa 
district and was five times re-elected. 
Easily his oratory and strong mental- 
ity earned him a high place In na- 
tional affairs. In 1900, on tho death of 
United States Senator J. H. Goar, 
Governor Shaw found Mr. Dolllver was 
tho logical successor to tho seat in tho 
upper house. Ho was appointed, was 
elected in 1002, and was re-elected 
When his term expired. 
\ AVhen the Republican leaders looked 
about for a posslblo running mato for 
McKlnley, Mr. Dolllver was presented 
as Iowa's favorlto son. In 1008 also 
ho was urged to accept tho vico-prosl. 
dentlal nomination and refused.
